Report of Selectmen of 1924 


In presenting our report for the year of 1924, we desire 
to say that during the two years this Board has served it 
has been harmonious, co-operative, and unanimous on every 
question and all matters brought before it. 

_ Regular meetings have been held the first and third Wed- 

nesdays of each month, with several specials as occasion de- 
manded, and our slogan has been Town Welfare and Town 
Business first. 

We are pleased to note some of the progress and advance- 
ment achieved, namely: The Town at the annual meeting 
voted to adopt the State’s accounting system, thereby caus- 
ing the State Auditors to spend six weeks auditing the 
Town’s books for the past three years, and at the comple- 
tion of their work, complimented the officials of Millbury on 
the condition of the different departments. 

For the benefit of the taxpayers the State’s report is 
printed in this issue. 

The residents of Dority Manor have tried ‘for years to 
have the water main extended to their district, without suc- 
cess, and it was through the work and influence of the Se- 
lectmen that it has been accomplished. 

A new school building was recommended to relieve the . 
congestion and at the last annual meeting the Town voted 
to build a new schoolhouse on Millbury Avenue. The new 
building is completed and occupied and is a credit to Mill- _ 
bury. 

Millbury has reached the Federal requirements for Free ~ 
_ Delivery of mail, and the Board has held a conference with 
Post Office authorities and persons interested and discussed 
the preliminary steps to have the delivery installed, and we 
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recommend an appropriation to comply with the Federal 
requirements. 

~ The Board has been successful in obtaining co-operation 
and financial aid from the State in repairing the highway 
from Martin Street to Bramanville. 

At this time and place, we wish to express our apprecia- 
tion of the Worcester Consolidated Street R. R. in co-operat- 
ing and paying for the repairing, between and eighteen 
inches outside the rails. 

The County Commissioners have been petitioned and con- 
ferences held with the Department of Public Works, con- 
cerning the building of an improved highway on Canal 
street. We recommend an appropriation covering one- - 
third the cost, be raised at this annual meeting. . 


A steel beam and plank floor bridge has been built and a 
second one repaired on Greenwood Street, a cement bridge 
has been built on Grafton Street, and a stone bridge repaired 
on Riverlin Street, as voted at the annual meeting. We 
recommend that the Town continue substituting concrete 
floors for the present wood floors on the bridges. 


For the maintenance of streets, it has long been conceded 
that a bituminous material of some kind is necessary and 
economical, and last year we recommended that an appro- - 
priation be made for oil to be applied to the gravel roads 
and the too small amount that was used, shows. a decided 
improvement over those not treated, and we recommend a 
continuance of this work. 

We wish to call attention to the dangerous condition of 
the North Grafton and Stone’s Crossing roads, several 
places being too narrow for two machines to pass safely. 
This condition should be remedied. 

In closing we feel that we should bring to your attention 
the fact that for a number of years it has been the custom 
to call special town meetings in the fall to raise additional 
funds to be paid out of the following year’s taxes and this 
year the Selectmen with the aid of the several departments, 
have succeeded in keeping within the total appropriation, 
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and have closed the books without additional money or car-. 
rying over unpaid bills. 

We take this time and place to thank the several Depart- 
ments for their co-operation and especially do we appre- 
ciate the work of the Town Auditor, W. F. Chase. His 
books have been such that any official could obtain any de- 
sired information without hesitation, and for the amount 
of work required for such efficiency we recon his sal- 
ary be raised.

In Memoriam 


During the past year this Town has lost by death three 
faithful and efficient officials, who were held in high regard 
in the community and their passing is deeply regretted by 
all who knew them. 


Lyman 8S. Waters, chairman of the Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, for a long time, died April 9, at the age of 81 years. 
He was a native of Millbury and nearly all of his long life 
_had been passed in his native town, where he had filled a 
prominent place in the civic, church and fraternal society 
life. 7 

He served during the Civil War as a volunteer soldier in 
Co. E, 36th Massachusetts Regiment and was a member and 
past commander of George A. Custer G. A. R. Post. For 
more than 40 years he was engaged in the retail meat and 
provision business. He was a member of the Second Con- 
gregational Church, which he had served with great fidelity 
as deacon for many years and held the office at the time of 
his death. He was also a Trustee of Millbury Savings Bank, 
a Past Master of Olive Branch Lodge, A. F. and A. M., and 
a member of other Masonic organizations. 


Walter R. Jannery of the Board of Tax Assessors, died 
Nov. 16, at the age of 29 years. He was born in Millbury, 
where he had always lived and was a graduate of Millbury 
High School. After leaving school he learned the machin- 
ist’s trade and was known as a skilled mechanic. At the 
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time his last illness began he was filling the responsible po- 
sition of foreman of the plant of the Millbury Machine Co. 
He was serving, at the time of his death, the first of a three- 
year term as Assessor, and although in feeble health and a 
great sufferer, kept bravely at his task and rendered effi- 
cient service to the town until the work of the year was 
completed by his board. 


James J. Sullivan, senior member of the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters, died Nov. 17, at the age of 82 years. He 
was a native of Worcester, but Millbury had been his home 
almost from the time of his youth. His work on the Board 
of Registrars began many years ago and continued until a 
few months before his death, when his failing health and 
great age made it necessary for him to retire from the active ~ 
duties of the office... Mr. Sullivan was an accomplished 
musician and for many years was director of music at St. 
Bridget’s Church of which he was a devoted member: He 
was probably best known as a director of amateur musical 
and dramatic entertainments, very many of which he had 
conducted with great success, for churches, lodges and other 
organizations. He was a member of Division 9, A. O. H. 
and Court Millbury, F. of A., and active in the work of the 
organizations so long as his health permitted.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the Town of Millbury for the period from January 1, 
1923 to July 31, 1924, and the installation of a system of 
accounts, as petitioned for by vote of the town and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 35, Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws. This report is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Examiner of 
this Division, who was placed in charge of the work.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Millbury for the period from Janu- 
ary 1, 1923 to July 31, 1924, have installed a system of ac- 
counts in.accordance with a vote of the town passed at the 
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annual town meeting in March, 1923, and report thereon 
as follows: : } 

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disburs- 
ing money for the town were examined and verified. 

The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the records in the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury; and the rec- 
ords of payments were checked .with the Selectmen’s war- 
rants authorizing the Treasurer to disburse town funds. 
The cash book was footed throughout for the period covered 
by the audit, and the cash balance was verified by a reconcil- 
lation of the bank account with the statement furnished by 
the bank. 

The accounts of the Tax Collector were examined and 
checked, the commitments for the years 1920, 1921, 1922 
and 1923 and the poll commitment for 1924 being proved. 
The recorded receipts were checked with the commitment 
books and the payments to the Treasurer were verified by 
a comparison with the Treasurer’s books. The abatements 
were checked with the Assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and re- 
conciled. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the re- 
plies received I am satisfied that the accounts as listed are 
correct. | 

The tax title deeds held by the town were examined and 
listed, it being noted that many of the deeds apparently 
have not been recorded and that a number of them are of 
many years’ standing. The validity of these titles should 
be determined at once, so that those proved defective can 
be charged off the books, a new and positive assessment 
should be made, and the revenue due the town collected or 
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the property taken under the present law, which is reason- 
ably clear and easily enforced. 

The Town Clerk’s records of dog and of hunting and fish- 
ing licenses issued were examined and checked with the 
records of receipts, and the payments to the county and the 
state.were verified by a comparison with receipts on file. 
The records of licenses and permits issued for the town 
were incomplete, and I would therefore recommend that, 
in future, a more complete record of licenses granted be 
kept, that payment for licenses be made at the time they are 
delivered, and that a monthly settlement be made with the 
Treasurer for all licenses issued during the month. 

In checking the recorded expenditures it was noted that 
bills aggregating $3,643.08, contracted in 1923 by various 
departments, had been paid from the appropriations for 
1924. This practice should be discontinued, as expenditures 
should be made from the revenue for the year in which the 
liability is incurred. To hold over bills from one year, to 
be paid from the appropriations voted for the next year, 
is a violation of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, as 
much as though the payments had actually been made’and 
the account shown as overdrawn on the books. 

Section 31 above referred to reads as follows: 

No department of any city or town, except Boston, shall 
incur liability in excess of the appropriation made for the 
use of such department, except in cases of extreme emer- 
gency involving the health or safety of persons or property, 
and then only by a vote in a city of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the city council, and in a town by a vote of two- 
thirds of the selectmen. | 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in determining 
the amounts due the town from the State, cities and towns, 
and individuals on account of aid rendered by the charity 
department. The amount due the town from cities* and 
towns and from individuals, as finally determined, was set 
up on the books, but the amounts due from the State could 
not be determined, owing to the failure to keep a proper 
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record of amounts charged and disallowances made. Under 
the new system it will be necessary for the department to 
notify the auditor of all charges made for which the town 
is to be reimbursed, and also of any disallowances or ad- 
justments made. 

The savings bank books representing the investments of 
the several trust funds belonging to the town were person- 
ally examined and listed, the income was proved, and the 
disbursements verified. 

The surety bond of the Tax Collector was examined and 
found to be in proper form. The bond of the Treasurer is 
- dated April 4, 1917, renewal certificates having been issued 
annually thereafter. This form of bond, in my opinion, does 
not properly protect the town, and it is therefore recom- 
mended that a new bond be taken out annually, the same as 
is done for the Tax Collector. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of receipts from Town Hall rents, the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, forest fires, and the Fire, Health, 
School and Cemetery Departments were examined, and pay- 
ments to the Treasurer verified by a comparison with the 
Treasurer’s books. ; 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the Treasurer's cash, summaries of the tax, assess- 
ment and departmental accounts, receivable accounts, to- 
gether with tables showing the trust fund transactions. A 
balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town 
as of July 31, 1924, is also appended. 

The books and accounts under the new system were 
opened as of January 1, 1924, and the financial transactions 
to July 31, 1924, were entered therein. 

The system as installed provides automatic checks which 
will furnish the administrative officers with information 
that should prove helpful in carrying on the work of the re- 
spective departments. Citizens may also be furnished with 
facts relative to the cost of the several functions and activi- 
ties of the town government. 
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The several books and forms provided contemplate the 
systematic classification of accounts by means of grouping 
all items of receipts and all items of expenditures of a sim- 
ilar nature under what is termed a functional classification ; 
that is, grouping those items that are related, thus allowing 
the public to see at a glance what each particular service is 
costing. 

The treasury warrant (upon which all payments are 
made) will be prepared by the Selectmen. The use of the 
warrant will show whether there is a sufficient sum to the 
credit of the department on account of which the same is 
drawn, before the warrant is approved and signed by the 
Selectmen. This will prevent expenditures in excess of the 
sums appropriated. 

Ample provision has been made for handling the ac- 
counts in a businesslike manner, and with the accounts kept 
up-to-date, as I believe they will be, the several town of- 
ficials will have available at all times information which 
will aid them in planning their work and which will also 
insure a complete statement of the financial condition of the 
town from time to time. 

A list of the books and forms provided for the town, wits 
a brief-description of their use and certain general instruc- 
tions relative to the keeping of the accounts, follows: |

All of these books and forms are arranged so as to sim- 
plify the reporting and make possible a proper check on the 
accounting of public moneys; also to insure a classification 
of both receipts and payments. All moneys received from 
_every source and paid to the treasurer are also reported to 
the accounting officer, in whose book will be recorded all 
cash transactions in detail, which will furnish an absolute 
check on the total. 


Journal—This is a bound book of the ordinary two-col- 
umn stock type. It forms, together with the cash book, the 
medium from which all entries in the general ledger are 
posted, as it is of vital importance that no entry shall be 
originated in the general ledger. 

The journal is used for keeping a record of the achieme 
and crediting of items in the ledger, such as opening entries, 
budget appropriation entries, the entering of tax commit- 
ments, the abatement of taxes, accounts receivable, and all 
entries which are not strictly cash book transactions. 

It is important that all journal entries state clearly the 
ledger accounts which are to be debited and credited; also 
that a full explanation of the entry be made, in order that 
the transaction may be fully understood by anyone examin- 
ing the accounts. 


Cash Book For Accounting Officer—This is of loose-leaf 
form, made up of the Treasurer’s schedule of receipts on the 
debit side and of the duplicate treasury warrants on the 
credit side; these sheets are placed in a binder provided for 
the purpose, forming a book which should contain all trans- 
actions involving the receipt or the disbursement of cash, 
in order that the total transactions for a given period may 
be shown at a glance. 

_ All entries made on the debit side of the cash book should 
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clearly state the source from which the money was received 
and the department or account to which the same should be 
posted in the ledger; and all entries on the credit side should 
show to whom the money was paid and the appropriation 
or account against which the amount should be posted in 
the ledger. 

All moneys received from every source will be reported to 
the accounting officer; therefore, in the latter’s cash book 
will be recorded cash transactions which are similar to those 
of the treasurer, except in detail, and which will furnish an 
absolute check on the total. 


Ledger—This is of the loose-leaf type; when the several 
sheets are properly arranged and placed in the binder pro- 
vided for the purpose, they form the general ledger, in 
which are recorded, in controlling accounts, all of the 
financial transactions of the town. | 

The accounts in the general ledger are separated and 
grouped in sections, as follows: 

First— Assets and Habilities. 
Second—Revenue accounts. 
Third—Appropriation accounts. 
Fourth—Funded or fixed debt. 
Fifth—Trust funds. 

From the ledgers information relative to the condition of 
the several appropriations may be obtained readily and the 
administrative officers may keep constantly informed of the 
amounts expended, also of amounts available for the bal- 
ance of the year. This information is very necessary in 
view of the statute which expressly forbids the incurring 
of liabilities in excess of the appropriations made for the 
use of the several departments; unless the work is well 
planned, it will be found that the appropriations will be 
exhausted before the end of the year, with much needed 
work still to be done. ; 


Classification Book—This book consists of loose-leaf 
forms with printed headings covering the chief sources 
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from which revenue is received and objects for which 
money is expended, with blank spaces which allow for addi- 
tional headings to cover important items that may seem de- 
sirable. These sheets are arranged in functional order and 
placed in a binder provided for the purpose, thus forming 
the principal source of detailed information regarding the 
receipts and disbursements of the town. They are arranged 
in a classified form that is generally accepted and ‘adopted 
by accountants and students of municipal affairs. Provi- 
sion is made for the recording of the date of the receipt, 
from whom received, and the source. 

_ On the payment side will be shown the date of the bill, to 
whom paid, and the purpose or object of payment. 

From this book definite information can readily be ob- 
_ tained of every cash transaction of the town; but its chief 
object is to furnish classification in a scientific manner, re- 
gardless of the method of making appropriations. 

This book is also designed to bring the costs of each par- 
ticular function or service together, so that by knowing the 
costs and intelligently comparing these with the service 
given, the taxpayer may judge of the efficiency or _ineffici- 
ency of the administrative officers. , 


Debt Record Book—-This is of the loose-leaf type espe- 
cially designed to show the amount of debt under each au- 
thorization at any time from the issuing of the bonds or 
notes to the maturity of the loan; also the interest due semi- 
annually each year during the period the loan has to run. 


Cash Book For Treasurer—This is a bound book espe- 
cially designed for the recording of all of the cash receipts 
and disbursements of the Treasury Department in one book. 


Schedule of Bills Payable—On these sheets each depart- 
ment should list all bills approved for payment, and should 
forward the same, accompanied by the original bills, to the 
accounting officer. From these the treasury warrants are 
prepared. 
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Treasury Warrants—These are for listing the bills of the 
several departments. Warrants are submitted to the Select-— 
men, together with the bills, for their approval, the bills » 
first having been checked by the accounting officer and com- 
pared. with the several appropriation accounts to which 
they are chargeable. The Selectmen having signed the war- 
rant, it is passed to the Treasurer as his authority for pay- 
ment. 

Under the statute, the Selectmen are required to approve 
all bills before they are paid by the Treasurer; by using the 
treasury warrant, they can give greater attention to the bills 
and appropriation accounts without consuming any addi- 
tional time. 


Schedule of Collector’s Payments to Treasurer—These 
are especially designed forms for the reporting to the ac- 
counting officer of payments made to the Treasurer by the 
Collector.. From these reports the accounting officer is en- 
abled to classify properly the Collector’s receipts and veri- 
fy the receipts reported by the Treasurer. 


Schedule of Departmental Payments to Treasurer—This 
form is for the use of departments, except those for which 
special forms are prepared, for reports ‘payments to the 
Treasurer. 


Schedule of Treasurer’s Recetpts—The Treasurer will use 
these forms in reporting the cash receipts to the accounting 
officer. They form the basis of the debit entries in the ac- 
counting officer’s cash book, and together with the schedules 
of payments to the Treasurer, serve as an automatic check 
on the cash account, furnishing the accounting officer with 
the necessary information for keeping his accounts up to 
date at all times and also enabling statements to be drawn 
off showing actual cash transactions. By the use of printed 
forms for the reporting of all items involving cash, but little 
time is required for reporting the same. 


Schedule of Tax Abatements Allowed—This form is for 
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the use of the Assessors in reporting abatements to the 
accounting officer, so that he may credit the Collector with 
these items in addition to his cash payments to the Treas- 
urer. On the accounting officer’s book, the Collector is 
charged with the commitment and credited with collections 
paid the Treasurer; if to the collections are added abate- 

_ ments allowed, the accounting officer’s ledger will show, in 
his Collector’s account, the exact amount of outstanding 
taxes. 


Voucher Folder—This form is for the use of the town ac- 
counting officer and is designed for the purpose of securing 
uniformity in the filing of bills. 


General Department Pay-Rolls—These are to be used by 
all departments, except the school department, in making 
up their weekly or monthly pay-rolls, and are designed for 
the purpose of securing uniformity in the pay-rolls of all 
departments. p 


School Department Pay-Rolls—These are especially de- 
signed for the use of the school department, provision being 
made for showing the gross amount of salary due each 
teacher or employee, the amount of deduction on account of 
the retirement fund, the net amount received by each per- 
son and the total amount to be sent to the Treasurer of the 
retirement fund. 


Monthly Statements—These forms are used by the town 
accounting officer in notifying each department of the war- 
rants drawn against its appropriation and the balance sub- 
ject to draft. 


Schedule of Bills Recetvable—On these sheets each de- 
partment should list all bills sent out during the month for 
services rendered and materials furnished, and should for- 
ward the same to the town accounting officer, who should 
make the proper entries on his book. 


Revenue—Upon receipt of notice from the Town Clerk 
~ of appropriations voted by the town to be raised by taxa- 
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tion, a journal entry should be made debiting revenue and 
crediting the proper appropriation accounts. When the tax 
warrant is delivered to the Collector, this account should be 
credited and taxes debited. ; 

At the close of the year, journal entry should be made 
debiting all unexpended appropriation accounts (the object 
for which the appropriation was made having been com- 
pleted) and crediting revenue. The estimated receipts ac- 
count should also be closed out into the revenue account at 
the close of the year, and the revenue account closed into 
the excess and deficiency account. 


Estimated Receipts—The amount of estimated receipts 
deducted by the assessors in determining the amount to be 
raised by taxation should be debited to the estimated re- 
ceipts account and the revenue account credited; as cash 
is received, estimated receipts should be credited and cash 
debited. 


Taxes—Upon the delivery of the Assessors’ warrant for 
the collection of taxes, a journal entry should be made debit- 
ing taxes with the total amount of the commitment and 
crediting revenue, state tax, county tax, state highway tax 
and overlay with the several amounts appearing in the war- 
rant. 

As money is paid into the town tfenstinn cash should be 
debited and the tax account credited. When abatements are 
granted by the Assessors, a journal entry should be made 
crediting taxes and debiting overlay. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts, State Atd—This ac- 
count represents the amount due from the Commonwealth 
for State Aid disbursed during the previous year. Upon re- 
ceipt of money from the State, cash should be debited and 
State Aid credited. At the close of the year, a journal entry 
should be made debiting State Aid due from the Common- 
wealth and crediting the Departmental Revenue with the 
amount of State Aid disbursed during the year. 
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Poor Department Accounts Receivable—When bills are 
sent to the State, cities and towns, or individuals, for aid 
_ rendered paupers not having a settlement in the town, a 
journal entry should be made debiting the Poor Department 
accounts receivable and crediting departmental revenue 
with the amount of the charge; as cash is received, the ac- 
counts receivable account should be credited and cash 
debited. 

The same procedure should be followed in the case of ac- 
counts receivable of all departments rendering bills for 
amounts due the town. : 


Overlay—Whenever abatements are granted by the As- 
sessors, a journal entry should be made debiting overlay © 
and crediting taxes for the amount of the abatements. Any 
balance in the overlay account in excess of the amount of 
the warrant remaining to be collected or abated should, by 
journal entry, be transferred to the overlay reserve fund. 


Overlay Reserve Fund (Overlay Surplus)—This account 
represents the surplus or difference between the overlay and 
the abatements granted by the Assessors, and should be re- 
served for extraordinary or unforeseen expenses, as re- 
quired by Section 25, Chapter 59 of the General Laws. 


Revenue Loans—Whenever loans are issued in anticipa- 
tion of revenue, the cash account should be debited and the 
revenue loan account credited ; when the loan is paid, a war- 
rant should be drawn, revenue loan account debited, and 
cash credited. 


Departmental Revenue (Not Available Until Collected) 
—This account represents revenue of the several depart- 
ments on account of charges for services rendered or mate- 
rials furnished. At the end of each month the amount of 
- eash received on account of departmental charges should be 
credited by journal entry to the estimated receipts account 
and departmental revenue should be debited. 


Net Bonded Debt—When debt is incurred by the issue 
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of bonds or notes (for other than temporary revenue loans), 
a journal entry should be made debiting net bonded debt and 
crediting the specific loan account. When the bonds are 
paid, the specific loan account should be debited and net 
bonded debt credited. 


Trust Funds—When money is received the income oi 
which is to be used for some specific purpose, cash should be 
debited and the special fund account credited. A warrant- 
should be drawn authorizing the Treasurer to deposit the 
amount in the savings bank, cash should be credited, and 
trust funds (cash and securities) debited. 


As income is withdrawn from the bank, cash should be 
debited and the specific purpose for which the fund was cre- 
ated (such as library, cemetery, etc.) credited. At the end 
of the year, the income in excess of the withdrawals should 
be entered on the books by debiting trust funds (cash and 
securities) and crediting the specific fund account. 


While engaged on the work of the audit and the installa- — 
tion of the system of accounts, I received thé co-operation - 
of the several town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and myself, I wish to express my appreciation.

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Report of Fire Engineers 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Engineers of the Fire Department respectfully re- 
port as follows: 


During the year Combination Company 1, answered 29 
bell and 16 still alarms. Combination Company 2, answered 
37 bell and 31 still alarms. Chemical No. 3 at East Mill- 
bury responded to 8 still alarms. 

Of the bell alarms, 14 were false, we sincerely hope that in 
our next report this part will be eliminated. People should 
stop and realize that they are endangering the lives of peo- 
ple when they send a false alarm, and we ask for the good 
of everyone that it be stopped. 

We have been very fortunate this year in not having any 
serious fires, and wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
citizens for doing their part during the dry spell this year, 
and also in turning in alarms quickly, which is of great 
help to the department, as a fire is easily extinguished if 
caught in time. Many times it can be put out if caught early 
with chemicals and save water damage which is more cost- 
ly than fire in many cases. 2 

Combination No. 2 was given a thorough inspection by 
the LaFrance Company and proved to be in first-class condi- 
tion. Combination No. 1 has given considerable trouble 
and expense this year and the Board of Engineers recom- 
mend the purchase of a new truck to replace this one next 
year. We realize that there will be more money asked for 
this year which is bound to come as the town is growing 
and this means more expense to run, and do not want the 
tax too heavy a burden for the public. It is our aim to-give 
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~ protection and in order to do so, we must have the appara- 
tus. ; 

During the year the water company has extended its wa- 
ter pipes on Millbury Avenue to the Dority Pond Section, 
which is growing steadily and we now have four more hy- 
drants placed on this street giving adequate fire protection. 
The only means of giving an alarm is by telephone which 
sometimes causes a delay. The Board of Engineers recom- 
mend that two fire alarm boxes be purchased, one to be 
placed in this section, the other to be placed near the High 
School with an auxiliary box in the High School and Union 
Building in order to safeguard the pupils attending school. 

The East Millbury department is doing good work with 
their piece of apparatus, but are somewhat handicapped in 
calling the men together. Our intentions are to place a small 
sirene at their engine house which will enable them to get 
together more readily. . 

We ask the citizens once more to help keep the fire loss 
down by taking precaution. Be sure and have your chim- 
neys cleaned before you start your fall fires; do not use 
coins for fuse plugs, as they are the safety plugs for the 
house; do not leave your flat iron connected while you go 
out to gossip with the neighbor; do not keep ashes in wood- 


en boxes; do not allow rubbish to accumulate, buy an incen- 


erator and make use of it. One thing that is getting to be 
serious and should be stopped is the fire fan who chases to 
a fire in an automobile. All machines should pull to the 
side of the road until the apparatus has passed, and do not 
park too near the fire as it delays the work of the firemen.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of 
Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual re- 
port. 

A review of the activities of the school department is 
fully covered by the report of the superintendent of schools. 
By reference to it, you will see that the old problem of in- 
sufficient school accommodations is still with us. During 
the past twenty-five years the Union Building has been 
remodeled, a new high school building built, new buildings 
in East Millbury and Dorothy Manor constructed, and now 
we seem to be no nearer to the solution of the problem than 
we were then. We know of course that school population 
has increased materially, due partially to the increase in 
population and partially to school laws of compulsory ed- 
ucation. 

The amount of money expended by the school depart- 
ment, not only in Millbury, but in all our municipalities, 
constitutes a very large percentage of the public taxes 
levied. 

The American public is desirous of furnishing free pub- 
lic instruction to the youth of the country. How well it has 
succeeded is a question for serious consideration. In ma- 
terial things, the school buildings, their equipment, appli- 
ances and facilities are far better than a generation ago. 
The schools are better organized, but education appears to 
be running along the line of material advantage, training 
the mind and the intellect 4t the expense of the heart. Re- 
spect for law and authority, for old age and superiors ap- 
pears not to have increased of late. Whether there is some- 
thing wrong in our system of education or whether parents 
do not exercise the control they formerly did, presents a 
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very grave problem that soon must be solved, if we are to 
continue to live in a country where the ideal of liberty is 
practiced by the people. The good citizen should, in addi- 
tion to looking after his physical well being, see to it that 


there is a normal balance between the intellectual and the — 
moral. A highly trained mind without sound moral founda- 


tion is more of a menace to the community than the man 
with good morals and perhaps with a less trained mind. 
There is no good reason, however, why both should not be 
cultivated and taught. The law prevents the teaching of 


religion in schools but encourages the teaching of morality, - 


but irrespective of the individual belief, there is a common 
ground upon which all good citizens can stand. We uncon- 
sciously can tell good from bad and right from wrong. The 
schools are endeavoring to fulfill their part so far as the 
law allows. Parents and those having school children un- 
der their care and guidance should take a more lively 
interest in the moral education of children. Every aid and 
encouragement should be given to the school boy and girl. 
The home should co-operate with the public authorities and 
do its full share in promoting the general welfare by shar- 
ing the burden with the public authorities of properly edu- 
cating youth. 

It is common knowledge that eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty. The ones who will be the custodians of that 
liberty in a generation from now are being trained in our 
schools. Let us do everything on our part that they may be 
worthy of the burdens that they must carry in the future, 
and above all, let us refrain from doing or saying anything 
that would tend to make them less appreciative of the 
schools in which they were educated and of the country in 
which they live.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my thirteenth annual report and the 
thirty-fifth in the series of such reports by Millbury school 
superintendents. 


The following topics will be considered briefly:

I. The New Dorothy Manor School 


At the last annual town meeting, $40,000 were appropri- 
ated for the purchase of a lot and the construction and 
equipment of a four-room building at Dorothy Manor. 
Charles R. Hoyle of Worcester was selected as the archi- 
tect and Wm. F. Germain of Millbury as the lowest bidder, 
obtained the contract to build. 

The resulting school is a four-room bungalow building of 
brick and hollow tile construction. The basement on one 
side has a large hall with fire exits, and on the other has 
the coal bin and the steam heater. On the landings at each 
end of the building are the toilets. These are provided with 
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town water. The partitions are metal, the urinals, slate, 
and the floors of a nonabsorbent concrete preparation. In 
the anterooms to the toilet rooms, are sinks and pubblers. 
Over the toilet rooms and on the first floor are respectively 
the teachers’ room equipped with sink, toilet, compartments 
for clothing, etc., and the supply room. On the first floor 
also are the four recitation rooms, each 28 by 30 feet and 
seating 40 pupils. These rooms have unilateral lighting, 
direct and indirect heat, gravity ventilation, slate black- 
boards, book cases, and ventilated clothes closets, and are 
attractively decorated. Two rooms are connected ‘with 
folding doors so that they can be thrown together for com- 
munity purposes. All seats are movable. The building is 
lighted throughout with electricity with indirect lighting. 
The roof is flat with conduits to take away the water. The 
sewage is disposed of through a septic tank. The entrances — 
are of concrete. 

Everyone who has seen the building has been pleased with 
its plan and construction and with its relatively small cost. 


II. Alterations and Repairs 


During the past year much more than usual has been done 
to improve the physical condition of the school buildings. 
Last year, the Providence Street School was equipped with 
modern toilets and the year before last, the Union School. - 
This year, about $12,000 were appropriated to make the 
changes required by the state police in the toilets, heating 
and ventilation of the Burbank School. The following im- 
provements were made: 


I. New steam heating and radiation. 
II. New ventilation system. 
III. New flush toilets, urinals, sinks, bubblers. 
IV. New electric lights for basement, new gongs and 
fire alarm bells. 
V. New concrete floor for toilets and boiler room. 
VI. New concrete curbing on two sides of rear room. 
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VII. Wire fence on one side at rear, also wooden fence 
between girls’ and boys’ sides. 


VIII. Building painted. 
1. Two coats on outside. 
2. Two coats of paint on inside walls and 
ceiling. 
38. Woodwork varnished. 
IX. Two metal ceilings put in. 
X. Slate blackboards in all rooms. 
XI. New seats for all rooms for pupils. 
XII. New steps and door stops. 
XIII. Cesspool dug for sewage. 
XIV. New curtains for two rooms. 
XV. Floor of teachers’ room painted. 
XVI. Slate roof repaired. 


Repairs in other schools:

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III. Junior High School 


In some ways conditions are quite favorable for organ- 
izing our 7th and 8th grades on a junior high school basis. 
All the 213 pupils of these two grades already come to the 
High and Union Schools. Could they all be assembled in one 
building instead of as now in two, their program of work 
might be made more nearly in keeping with that of the reg- 
ular junior high school. The consensus of opinion is that 
no up-to-date school system can now do without what ap- 
pear to be the increased advantages of a junior high school 
organization and program of work. 

We have, so far as the practical difficulties in the way at 
present permit, been attempting to do some of the things a 
junior high school would do. Our work is partly on a de- 
partmental plan. The periods in part are those of the junior 
high school. The subjects and their method of instruction 
are largely those of the junior high school. Our classes at 
present are too large for successful departmental work and 
too far apart. Our manual training and domestic science 
equipment while fairly adequate for bench work and sew- 
ing is not broad enough in scope for proper junior high 
school work along these lines. We are now able to offer 
French and Latin and Algebra for only a half year in the 
eighth grade. It should be possible to offer at least French 
throughout the 7th and 8th grades, and possibly also Latin 
for preparatory pupils. Our English, literature, composi- 
tion, arithmetic, history, and geography are already con- 
ducted on a junior high school basis except so, far as the © 
work cannot be departmental and the teachers therefore 
not able to specialize along a few lines of endeavor. 


IV. Increase 1n School Attendance 


Our November registration of 1221 is 70 more than the 
largest previous registration of 1151 that of 1923. The re- 
sulting congestion in September was very serious, more so 
because of the delay in the completion of the Dorothy Manor 
School. This delay made necessary the accommodation and 
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transportation of these pupils to the center schools. Grades 
1 and 2 occupied the gymnasium at the High School, grades 
3 and 4 occupied on part time the 3rd and 4th grade room 
at Providence Street, and grades 5 and 6 were distributed 
in grades 5 and 6, Providence Street and Union School— 
their teacher in the meantime substituting in grade 7. 


The drawing room of the High School was taken over for 
a newly formed seventh grade, and the room designed for a 
domestic science room again occupied by a seventh grade. 
The High School itself had a largely increased attendance 
of 181. It is so crowded now that the laboratory must be 
used for study classes as well as for its regular work, and 
its drawing classes use the auditorium. 


The opening of the Dorothy Manor School will give little 
relief except that it will necessitate one less first grade 
teacher in the first grade room at Union School and obviate 
the necessity of double sessions in the 3rd and 4th grade 
room at Providence Street. It will still be necessary to 
have part time work in grade 6, Providence Street and in 
grades 1 and 2 there, a total of 117 pupils who lose at least 
one day in five on account of their shorter sessions due to 
overcrowding. 


The opening of the new parochial school next September 
will further remove the congestion, but it is doubtful if it 
does so entirely, as at the present time we need at least five 
rooms to take care of present congestion and our school 
population is increasing at least two rooms a year at the 
present rate. The parochial school children will come from 
all schools of at least primary and lower intermediate grades 
and may be so distributed as to make impossible further 
contraction in number of rooms now occupied. That is, 
the only effect may be a considerable reduction in the num- 
ber of pupils of some teachers without at the same time re- 
ducing their attendance so much that their pupils can be 
combined with those of another grade. 
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V. The Schools in General 


There has been a fine spirit of co-operation among the 
teachers. They have all worked hard to secure good work 
in their schools. In many cases they have worked under 
unfavorable conditions either because they had too many 
pupils or because they were working with their classes on 
a short time schedule. They have made no complaint of 
hardship. The average attendance of their pupils has been 


good—above 94 per cent for the year. The per cent of fail- | 


ure in June was commendably small, less than 5 per cent or 
38 out of 971 pupils. 

Our teachers are staying well with us. Five have de- 
clined appointments to the Worcester Schools and one has 
returned to Millbury after going to Worcester. A large per 
cent of teachers are local as Millbury has been sending to 
Worcester and other Normal Schools several good girls 
every year and these coming back have given us faithful 
and valuable service. 

During the year it became necessary on account of in- 
creased salaries in Worcester, to increase the salaries of 
the local teachers or lose many of the best of them to Wor- 
cester. It also was decided that local teachers accepting 


positions in our schools must do so with the understanding 


that they were to remain with us through the year and not 
accept appointments in Worcester until the end of the 
year. 


An exhibition of the work of the physical training super- © 
visor was held at the Town Hall, and the proceeds used to 


purchase athletic goods for her use in the various schools. 

In the High School, along with the regular activities, 
the school paper has been regularly issued, under the gen- 
eral direction of Mr. Ratigan, the school orchestra trained 
under the leadership of Miss Dudley, and later that of Miss 
Donohue, and the track athletic cup won for another season 
under the direction of Mr. Pratt; while the teams in basket- 
ball and baseball were not successful in winning cups, they 
did give a creditable showing for themselves. 


”_.  — 
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Under the new school savings plan, increased deposits 
have been made. Prizes for largest number regularly de- 
positing were won by several schools. The East Millbury, 
West Millbury and Burbank Schools have had the best 
records in this respect. During 1924, $3,774.65 from all 


the schools were deposited, practically all from grades be- 
low the eighth.

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There are several also attending professional and com- 
mercial schools. Our graduates are maintaining creditable 
records for scholarship in their respective schools. Leslie 
Hooper, was graduated last June at Worcester Tech as the 
first in his class and was one of six who received prizes of 
$75. Howard Witter, a senior at Brown, has the honor of 
being also an instructor in biology there. Harry Zarrow is 
a leader in his class at Clark, and Saretta McCrea is one 
of the best of her class at Wellesley, and has won scholar- 
ships there given only to pupils of high rank. Others also 
have high standing for their respective schools and all have 
justified their training in the local high school.

Dear Sir :— 


I have the honor of submitting my third annual report as 
Principal of the Millbury High School. 

The school opened this fall with an enrollment of 181. 
This being an increase of 20 over that of last year. This 
fact is due to an increase in the entering class, as well as 
the recent tendency of many students to continue school 
rather than go to work, as soon as they reach the compul- 
sory age limit. The present enrollment is composed of 32 
Seniors, 34 Juniors, 49 Sophomores, 70 Freshmen and one 
Post Graduate. | 

Several of last year’s graduating class have continued 
their courses at higher institutions of learning. Five en- 
tered Normal School, three college, six business schools or 
similar institutions for advanced training, and one has en- 
tered a Nurses’ Training School. 

The certificate privileges to both Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute and the New England College Board which are 
granted for a period of three years have two more years to 
run. Many other colleges not members of the Board recog- 
nize this privilege and accept students on the same basis and 
rating. The State Department has renewed the privilege 
of certifications to Normal Schools which is of major im- 
portance to Millbury, as for several years past we have pre- 
pared a quota of students much above the average for 
schools of this size. 
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In our “Extra Curricula Activities” of the year, the 
School has done very well. As a member of the Worcester 
County High School League, we won for the second year in 


succession the annual league track meet. In Basketball and — 


Baseball, we finished in the first division of the. League in 
spite of the fact that we were handicapped by the lack of ex- 
perienced material. 

Through the great interest al thoughtfulness of various 
citizens and organizations, the following prizes were award- 
ed in various lines of endeavor of High School work. For 
the best essays on a subject relating to health, Dr. A. G. 
Hurd kindly gave prizes to Marion White and Elizabeth 
Zona. For the best work in Mathematics for students of 
the College and College Technical courses, Lyman Cross re- 
ceived the reward. . For the best work of Seniors in the 


American History course, Miss Evelyn Pierce won first 


prize. The annual award by Dr. J. R. Lincoln for the boy 
who ranks first in scholarship, athletics, general appear- 
ance, manliness and honor, was adjudged to Wilbur Bacon. 

I wish to commend the various members of the faculty 
for their work and interest in school activities. One must 
realize that the supervision of a school paper, orchestra, 
literary activities, school socials, and athletics require a 
great deal of time and much study, which has been very 
generously given by each member of the teaching force. 

In closing I wish to extend my hearty appreciation and 
thanks for the splendid co-operation of the teachers, school 
Officials, and the many friends of the High School.
